Smoking ban 
near playgrounds 
nowoffidal 

Edmonton city council 
passed third reading of a 
bylaw amendment Wed¬ 
nesday, banning smoking 
near playgrounds, sports 
fields and other child- 
friendly outdoor areas. 

The amendment to the 
public-places bylaw calls 
for a $250 fine if anyone 
is caught smoking within 
10 metres of the areas. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi 
brought forward the idea 
more than a year ago as a 
way to protect childrens’ 
health. 

It was to be in effect 
April 1, though emphasis 
is on a $75,000 public- 
education plan rather 
than tickets. 

The amendment 
complements a number 
of other smoking rules in 
the city.

As the Easter long weekend 
approaches, many Edmon¬ 
tonians noticed a hike in gas 
prices across the city. 

But based on information 
from the City of Edmonton 
and Edmonton Bicycle Com¬ 
muters, the rise in gas prices 
may have little effect on 


whether people are choosing 
alternate modes of transpor¬ 
tation. 

Adam Burgess, president 
of the Edmonton Bicycle 
Commuters, said the organ¬ 
ization has seen a sharp in¬ 
crease in the number of cyc¬ 
lists commuting in the city 
over the last few years. 

“Gas (prices) might be 
part of it, but better cycling 
infrastructure is being built, 
people are looking at it as a 
health alternative and more 
and more people are growing 
up who have always wanted 
to do more, environmentally 
speaking,” he said. 

While there has been an 
increase in the number of 
riders on the Edmonton Tran¬ 
sit Service in the past year. 


officials don’t believe more 
riders are getting on board 
because of gas prices. They 
say it’s because of increased 
service levels in the city. 

“We do not include price 
of gas as a reason we perceive 
to be behind the ridership 
increase,” said Graeme McEl- 
heran, senior communica¬ 
tions advisor for Edmonton 
Transportation. 

Pam Hn 3 dka, social mar¬ 
keting supervisor, transpor¬ 
tation planning for the City 
of Edmonton transportation 
services, has studied carpool¬ 
ing in Edmonton for the city 
through focus groups and 
surveys to see what it takes 
to get people to commute 
smarter.

Edmonton motorcyclists 
revving up for spring will 
no longer be able to get 
their noise level tested by 
police to ensure compliance 
with a city bylaw. 


The first year of clin¬ 
ics had bikers lining up, 
but numbers “dramatically 
dropped” last year, said 
Staff Sgt. Ted Hrebien with 
the Edmonton Police Ser¬ 
vice’s traffic section. 

There were 115 tickets 
issued in 2010 after the by¬ 
law kicked in July 1, and 79 
last year. 

Of those 79, 14 were 
paid, three quashed and 
seven dismissed or with¬ 
drawn. The remaining tick¬ 
ets are still outstanding. 

Hrebien said enforce¬ 
ment was ramped up the 
first year, while last year it 
somewhat blended in with 


other bylaws. 

“To some degree, people 
got the idea,” he added. 

Coun. Tony Caterina 
said single-digit complaints 
were made each year lead¬ 
ing up to creating the by¬ 
law, meaning the issue was 
“blown up out of propor¬ 
tion.” 

He has asked the Edmon¬ 
ton Police Commission for 
a report regarding costs, re¬ 
sources and detailed ticket 
results later this month. 

At that time, he hopes 
council will take another 
look. 

“A review would be 
good,” he said.

St. Albert bylaw aims to snuff 
out illegal drug activity 



St. Albert has amended its 
rules around selhng smoking 
paraphemaha in an effort to 
dampen the illicit drug indus- 
tiy, according to its mayor. 

Nolan Crouse said the 
city north of Edmonton has 
worked on the bylaw since 

July 

“I observed 11, 12, and 
13-year-olds in one of the busi¬ 
nesses,” said Crouse. 


He said three vendors of 
paraphernalia hnked to illegal 
drugs have sparked up in a 
year. 

Bylaw amendments include 
hmiting consumer products 
that show marijuana plants, 
devices for smoking such as 
bongs or vaporizers, as well as 
scales and products that mask 
drug effects. 

“The goal is to not have il¬ 


legal drug usage in our com- 
mimity,” Crouse said. 

Minors are prohibited from 
being in the stores, which are 
not allowed to display restrict¬ 
ed items in outside view. 

Edmonton city council 
floated tightening its rules 
regarding smoking apparatus 
sales, but extinguished any 
plans to move forward last

The axe is beginning to fall 
on jobs across the public 
service, with the Defence De¬ 
partment among the first to 
report losses. 

The losses will be felt 
across the country, from mil¬ 
itary bases to reserve sites. 

Union president John Mac-

Bob Rae is laying the blame for 
the stealth-fighter controversy 
squarely on Stephen Harper — 
and he’s demanding the prime 
minister’s resignation. 

The interim Liberal leader 
says Harper “bed” to Canadians 
during last May’s election about 
having contractual protection 
against skyrocketing costs for 
the F-35 jets. 

And he says Harper deliber¬ 
ately misled Parliament as well. 

^e’s all-out attack on Harp¬ 
er follows a scathing report by 
auditor general Michael Fer¬ 
guson, who concluded that the 
National Defence Department 
manipulated the process, low¬ 
balled cost estimates and kept 
Parliament in the dark to ensure 


it got the fighter jets it wanted. 

Rae says it’s simply not cred¬ 
ible for Harper, a reputed con¬ 
trol freak who micromanages 
eveiy aspect of his government, 
to claim he was imaware of the 
problems. 

He notes that the Congres¬ 
sional Budget Office in the 
U.S. and Canada’s parliament- 


aiy budget officer, Kevin Page, 
pegged the costs at bilhons 
more than the $9 billion touted 
by the Harper government.

Tuition protesters

Montreal police arrested 
dozens of student protesters 
this morning after a group 
of demonstrators stormed 
the city’s upscale Queen 
Elizabeth Hotel and a down¬ 
town shopping mall.

Montreal police 
dispersed Wednesday’s 
crowd at the hotel — but 
they say some demonstra¬ 
tors headed straight for 
the nearby Centre Eaton 
shopping mall. Police say 
officers pursued the pro¬ 
testers through the mall 
where display cases were 
knocked over and items 
were broken. They say 
they eventually caught up 
to some of the demonstra¬ 
tors and made around 60

The commissioner overseeing 
the pubhc inquiiy into the Rob¬ 
ert Pickton case has launched 
a formal investigation into an¬ 
onymous aUegations of sexual 
harassment against his staff. 

The aUegations were con¬ 
tained in a story pubUshed 
Wednesday by the National 
Post, which reported that sev¬ 
eral former staff members told 
the newspaper they faced sex¬ 
ual and derogatory comments 
by commission staff. 

None of the sources are 
named, and none make allega¬ 
tions against any specific staff 
member, but they did not al¬ 
lege WaUy Oppal was person- 


aUy responsible. 

Oppal said he first learned 
about the aUegations last Fri¬ 
day, and he’s since appointed 
lawyer Delayne Sartison to in¬ 
vestigate the claims. 

“As regrettable and as im- 
fortunate as these aUegations 
are, 1 can teU you that they 
would be dealt with,” Oppal 
told reporters before hearings 
began Wednesday morning. 

“We’ve appointed a lawyer 
who will have a free hand in 
conducting an independent in¬ 
vestigation. She is from outside 
our inqmry, she’s experienced 
and weU-known in her particu¬ 
lar field.” 


Oppal did not take ques¬ 
tions or say how long Sarti¬ 
son has to complete her in¬ 
vestigation. 

Oppal, a former judge 
and one-time attorney gen¬ 
eral, said his staff have been 
under considerable stress, 
but he’s never heard of al¬ 
legations of harassment. 

“The commission of inquiry 
has been very difficult for 
everyone involved, it’s difficult 
because of the nature of what 
we’re investigating here — the 
worst serial IdUer in Canadian 
history,” he said. 

“That necessarily brings 
with it a lot of stress and a lot of 


pressure, and aU commissions 
of inquiry have those types of 
pressures.” 

Oppal released a more de¬ 
tailed written statement, in 
which he said there had been 
no formal complaints from any 
current or former staff mem¬ 
bers, and he said such behav¬ 
iour wouldn’t be tolerated if 
complaints were made. 

The statement said staff 
have access to a psychologist 
if they have difficulty coping 
with the subject matter. 

The inquiry has been over¬ 
shadowed by controversy and 
complaints since its inception.

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Twisters cut swath of fear 


A dozen tornadoes. 

650 homes damaged, 
500 flights grounded 
in shocking start to 
Texas storm season 


About 500 flights were 
grounded Wednesday at one 
of the busiest U.S. airports 
after as many as a dozen tor¬ 


nadoes tore through north¬ 
ern Texas. 

Thousands were left with¬ 
out power and hundreds of 
homes were pummelled. 

The Red Cross estimated 
that 650 homes were dam¬ 
aged. 

Hundreds of flights into 
and out of Dallas-Fort Worth 
International Airport and 
Dallas Love Field were can¬ 
celled or diverted to other 
destinations. 


In one industrial section of 
Dallas, rows of empty tractor- 
trailers, crumpled up like 
soda cans, littered a parking 
lot. 

In Lancaster, television 
helicopters panned over ex¬ 
posed homes without roofs 
and flattened buildings. 

Utility officials said nearly 
14,000 homes and businesses, 
mainly in the Arlington area, 
still had no electricity early 
Wednesday. 


In Arlington, a tornado 
hurtled toward a nursing 
home. 

Physical therapist Patti 
Gilroy said she saw the swirl¬ 
ing mass barrelling down 
through the back door, after 
herding patients into the 
hallway in the order trained: 
walkers, wheelchairs, then 
beds. 

“It sounded like a 
bomb hit,” Gilroy added.

Climate. Spikes in CO2 
which thawed ice age 
may be a menace today 


The dramatic temperature 
increases that thawed the last 
ice age followed spikes in car¬ 
bon dioxide levels in the air, a 
new study finds. 

Researchers say that fur¬ 
ther strengthens the scien¬ 
tific case explaining current 
man-made global warming. 

In the study, scientists 
show the atmospheric con¬ 
centration of that heat-trap¬ 
ping greenhouse gas jumped 
more than 40 per cent. 

Then global temperatures 
went up about 3.5 C. 

A study published Wednes¬ 
day in the journal Nature es¬ 
timated global temperatures 
using ice and mud samples 
from dozens of places around 
the world and found that 
globally, temperatures clearly 
went up only after carbon di¬ 
oxide jumped. 

“This, to me, seems like 
pretty powerful proof ... 
of the connection between 
greenhouse gases and global 
warming,” said study lead au¬ 
thor Jeremy Shankun of Har¬ 
vard University. 

There are two main 
sources of carbon dioxide, 
the chief greenhouse gas. 

The natural source comes 
mostly from dead plants and

out of the ice age, said study lead author 
Jeremy Shankun. 


animals and that amplified 
the ice age thaw. 

Today, emissions from 
burning coal, oil and other 
fossil fuels add greatly to nat¬ 
ural carbon dioxide. 

The ice sheet in the last ice 
age was actually so large that 
it was unstable, said study co¬ 
author Peter Clark of Oregon 
State University. 

The initial trigger to the 
melt: A small and predict¬ 
able wobble in Earth’s orbit 
around the sun. 

That tiny wobble meant 
a tilt toward the sun that 
brought more sunlight in the 
Northern Hemisphere. 

This increase of sun¬ 
shine caused the ice sheets 
to melt and sent whop¬ 
ping levels of fresh water 
into the oceans of the world.

Meanwhile, thousands 
of people were without 
electricity Wednesday as 
snow and heavy winds 
lashed many parts of Brit¬ 
ain. Twenty centimetres 
of snow fell in the north. 

The Antigua-registered 
ship Carrier hit rocks near 
Colw 3 m Bay. Two rescue 
hehcopters lifted the sev¬ 
en Polish crew members 
to safety. Experts were try¬ 
ing Wednesday to refloat 
the 82-metre vessel.

Typhoon-like 
winds kill four 

A powerful storm with 
typhoon-strength winds 
and heavy rain halted 
planes and trains in Tokyo 
and killed four people 
around the country. 

Winds of more than 
144 Idlometres an hour 
were recorded as the 
storm swept across 
Japan’s main island of 
Honshu. 

Police reported the 
four deaths: two people 
killed in warehouse col¬ 
lapses, an elderly man 
who fell off a roof and a 
woman crushed by a fall¬ 
ing tree.

Court hears how cops went all out in hunt for girl

It was possibly the most ex¬ 
haustive missing-person’s 
search in Canadian history. 

But only a bit of luck and 
a hunch finally led police to 
the remains of Victoria Staf¬ 
ford, court heard Wednesday. 

Tori, snatched outside her 
elementary school one spring 
afternoon, had been buried. 

The odds of a happy end¬ 
ing were clearly not in the of¬ 
ficers’ favour. 

In abduction cases such as 
this one, a police officer testi¬ 
fied in London, Ont., statistics 
show only two per cent of vic¬ 
tims are found alive. 

Nonetheless, officers went 


to remarkable lengths to find 
the eight-year-old girl, log¬ 
ging more than 18,000 kilo¬ 
metres in their search for 
clues and the girl herself 

“Literally, we went one- 
and-a-half times around the 
moon,” Sgt. John Stirhng, 
co-ordinator for the Ontario 
Provincial Police’s search- 
and-rescue operations, testi¬ 
fied. 

Stirling told the trial of 
Michael Rafferty about a 
painstaking search on foot, 
in cruisers and on ATV’s and 
even underwater. 

They sifted through hun¬ 
dreds of tonnes of garbage at 


a landfill over 20 days, need¬ 
ing decontamination at the 
end of each day. 

And officers flew almost 
1,000 kilometres in a helicop¬ 
ter. 

Provincial police Det. Staff 
Sgt. Jim Sm 3 d:h was driving 
around to get a feel for the 
landscape when he spotted a 
house matching a description 
Rafferty’s co-accused had pro¬ 
vided. 

Sm 5 ^h finally found her 
remains on July 19, 2009, 
about 100 kilometres from 
where Tori had been ab¬ 
ducted in Woodstock, Ont.

Decades in jail for cops 


New Orleans. Officers 
sentenced for falsifying 
shooting evidence 


Five former New Orleans po¬ 
lice officers were sentenced 
Wednesday to prison terms 
ranging from six to 65 years 
for their roles in deadly shoot¬ 
ings of unarmed residents in 
the chaotic days after Hurri¬ 
cane Katrina, with the judge 
lashing out at prosecutors for 
two hours on their handhng of 
the case. 

Police shot six people at a 


bridge on Sept. 4,2005, killing 
two, less than a week after Ka¬ 
trina made landfall. To make 
the shootings appear justified, 
officers conspired to plant a 
gun, fabricate witnesses and 
falsify reports. The case be¬ 
came the centrepiece of the 
Justice Department’s push to 
clean up the troubled New Or¬ 
leans Police Department. 

Kenneth Bowen, Robert 
Gisevius, Anthony Villavaso 
and Robert Faulcon were 
convicted of federal firearms 
charges that carried manda- 
toiy minimum prison senten¬ 
ces of at least 35 years. Retired 


Sgt. Arthur “Archie” Kaufman, 
who was assigned to investi¬ 
gate the shootings, was con¬ 
victed of helping orchestrate 
the coverup. 

Faulcon, who was con¬ 
victed on charges in both fatal 
shootings, faces the stiffest 
sentence of 65 years. Bowen 
and Gisevius each face 40 
years, while Villavaso was 
sentenced to 38. Kaufman re¬ 
ceived the hghtest sentence at 
six years. 

All five officers were 
convicted of participating 
in a cover-up.

More testing is required 
to determine the cause 
of death of a prominent 
French scholar whose body 
was found in the bed of his 
Manhattan luxury hotel 
room, the city’s medical 
examiner said Wednesday. 

So far, an investigation 
into the death of Richard 
Descoings, who was found 
Tuesday, has turned up no 
obvious signs of foul play or 
trauma to his body. 

Empty alcohol bottles 
and prescription medica¬ 
tion were discovered in his 
seventh-floor room. There 
was no evidence that any¬ 
one had broken in to where 
Descoings, head of one of 
France’s top colleges, had 
been staying. New York Po¬ 
lice Department spokesman 
Paul Browne said. 

A laptop computer and 
a cellphone believed to 
belong to Descoings were 
found on a third-floor ledge 
below his room at The 
Michelangelo hotel, police 
said, but it was unclear how 
they got there.

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Wednesday required fur¬ 
ther study. The medical exa¬ 
miner’s office said it would 
perform toxicology and 
other tests. 

The 53-year-old Desco¬ 
ings, who pioneered in 
opening elitist schools to 
the underprivileged, had 
been scheduled to appear 
Tuesday at a conference at 
Golumbia University. 

When Descoings didn’t 
show up and failed to an¬ 


swer repeated phone calls, 
organizers contacted hotel 
security, police said. The 
hotel called emergency dis¬ 
patchers after his body was 
found Tuesday afternoon. 

In France, news of the 
death prompted praise for 
Descoings from President 
Nicolas Sarkozy and other 
high-profile figures. 

Descoings’ tenure as dir¬ 
ector of the Paris Institute 
of Political Studies, or Sci¬ 
ences Po, marked a “historic 
turning point in awareness 
of scandalous social elitism 
in France,” Sarkozy said. 

France is well-known 
for its elitist educational 
system, in which only a 
handful of schools, includ¬ 
ing Sciences Po, produce a 
majority of the country’s 
top leaders. One in four 
students now benefit from 
scholarships, aimed at help¬ 
ing talented students with 
modest financial means. 

Descoings also made the 
school “world renowned” 
after he opened it to foreign 
students, Sarkozy said.

T. rex may have had fluffy down 


The discovery of a giant meat- 
eating dinosaur sporting a 
downy coat has some scien¬ 
tists reimagining the look of 
T37rannosaurus rex. 

With a killer jaw and 
sharp claws, T. rex has long 
been depicted in movies and 
popular culture as having 
scaly skin. But the discovery 


of an earlier relative suggests 
the king of dinosaurs may 
have had a softer side. 

The evidence comes from 
the unearthing of a new t37r- 
annosaur species in north¬ 
eastern Ghina that lived 
60-million years before T. rex. 
The fossil record preserved 
remains of fluffy down, mak¬ 


ing it the largest feathered 
dinosaur ever found. 

If a T. rex relative had 
feathers, why not T. rex? Sci¬ 
entists said the evidence is 
trending in that direction. 

“People need to start 
changing their image of T. 
rex,” said Luis Ghiappe, direc¬ 
tor of the Dinosaur Institute 


at the Natural History Mu¬ 
seum of Los Angeles Gounty, 
who was not part of the dis¬ 
covery team. 

Smaller dinosaurs with 
primitive feathers have been 
excavated in recent years, but 
this is the first direct sign of a 
huge, shaggy dinosaur.

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19 years later, 
Miss Besieged 
Sarajevo looks 
back on win 


Symbol of resistance. 

Inela Nogic recalls the 
1993 beauty pageant 
that defied the Serb 
siege of Sarajevo 


It was not the t 3 ^ical wish of 
a beauty queen. 

Instead of asking for 
“world peace” as she was 
crowned Miss Besieged Sara¬ 
jevo in 1993,17-year-oId Inela 
Nogic unfolded a banner that 
read: “Don’t let them kill us.” 

The war-defying pageant 
reflected the character of the 
380,000 people who hved in 
Sarajevo then, residents tiying 
to continue normal city life de¬ 
spite daily shelling and sniper 
fire under the almost four-year- 
long mihtaiy siege by Bosnian 
Serbs that started in 1992. 

Now she is a mother of 
two who lives in the Nether¬ 
lands and often visits her par¬ 
ents in Sarajevo. 

This week, for the first 
time in two decades, she 
climbed again onto the stage 
where she once became one 
of Sarajevo’s most electric 
s 3 miboIs of resistance. 

“Oh my God, how weird,” 
she said, covering her face 
with her hands and tr 3 dng to 
hold back the tears. 

Last time she was here, she 
braved shells and snipers just 
to get to the contest and then 
to get home with her crown. 


Cry for help 


“This was another 
outcry to draw atten¬ 
tion and have someone 
do something. We just 
wanted this war to end.”

“It was a crazy thing to do 
during a war. But we tried to 
live a normal life. It was some 
kind of a defence mechanism 
we all had,” Nogic said. 

What Sarajevo residents 
really wanted was an end to 
the death and destruction, 
the restoration of electricity, 
water and heating, and a halt 
to the 330 shells smashing 
into the city each day. More 
than 11,500 civilians in what 
is now the Bosnian capital 
were killed from April 1992 
until March 1996, including 
some 1,600 children. 

Defying the siege, resi¬ 
dents organized musicals and 
film screenings in basements, 
tr 3 dng to prove to themselves 
and the rest of the world that 
they were “indestructible,” 
according to the organizers 
of the bizarre beauty pageant. 

So with a sound system 
blaring Eve of Destruction, 
Nogic and 12 other teenagers 
— some with shrapnel scars 
on their slender legs — took 
to the stage to vie for the title 
of Miss Besieged Sarajevo.

Nogic's magical smile and the 
famous banner inspired the Irish 
rock group U2 to create a song 
devoted to her and her city — 
“Miss Sarajevo" — which they 
often performed with opera star 
Luciano Pavarotti. 

• At a U 2 concert in Sarajevo 
in 1997, two years after the 
war ended, frontman Bono 
led Nogic by the hand to the 
stage as he sang, “Here she 
comes, heads turn around.

• To this day, the image of an 
endearing 17-year-old unfold¬ 
ing the historic banner is part 
of almost every video made 
about besieged Sarajevo. 
“Mom made me take part in 
the contest," Nogic said, add¬ 
ing that she never expected 
anything from it.

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Suicide bomber 
targets Somalia’s 
prime minister 


Terrorism. Theatre 
bombing kills 10 
people, wounds 
dozens more 


Two weeks ago, Somalia’s Na¬ 
tional Theater reopened for 
the first time in 20 years for 
a concert that drew an audi¬ 
ence in festive colours in a 
city tr 3 dng to rise above war. 
A welcoming banner pro¬ 
claimed: “The country is be¬ 
ing rebuilt.” 

On Wednesday, the the¬ 
atre was turned into a scene 
of screams, chaos and blood 
when a suicide bomber at¬ 
tacked another high-profile 
event, killing 10 people, 
wounding dozens and shat¬ 
tering a tentative peace in the 
capital, Mogadishu. 

The blast occurred as 
Prime Minister Abdiweli 
Mohamed Ali stood at the po¬ 
dium to deliver a speech. 


Near miss

Jamal said the bombing 
was an attempt to assassin¬ 
ate Prime Minister Abdiweli 
Mohamed Ali. 

• The prime minister was 
sitting among a group 
of officials, and the sui¬ 
cide bomber was in an 
adjacent row, trying to 
figure out which one was 
her target, when Ali got 
up and went on stage to 
speak. 


He was unharmed, said 
government spokesman Ab- 
dirahman Omar Osman, but 
the president of Somalia’s 
Ol 3 mipic committee and the 
head of its soccer federation 
were among the dead. 

The government said a fe¬ 
male suicide bomber carried 
out the attack. The Islam¬ 


ist militant group al-Shabab 
used its official Twitter feed 
to claim responsibility for the 
bombing. 

The al-Qaida-linked organ¬ 
ization said explosives had 
been planted in the theatre 
before the event, but an Asso¬ 
ciated Press journalist at the 
scene said there was no large 
blast crater, making a suicide 
bombing more likely. 

“It was a cowardly act and 
that will not deter the gov¬ 
ernment from performing its 
national duties,” Osman said. 

Wednesday’s ceremony 
was part of that rebirth of en¬ 
tertainment, celebrating the 
first anniversary of the start 
of a national TV station. 

“The blast happened as 
musicians were singing and 
spectators were clapping for 
them,” said Salah Jimale, who 
attended but received only 
scratches from the bomb¬ 
ing. “Huge smoke made the 
whole scene go dark.”

CBC slashes jobs 
in wake of budget 


Public broadcaster. 

Facing a $200-million 
shortfall, CBC 
announces major 
layoffs and potential 
advertising on radio 


Fans of the CBC can expect few¬ 
er new shows on television and 
more ads on radio as the public 
broadcaster cuts hundreds of 
jobs in the wake of the federal 
budget. 

News and entertainment 
will be hit but marquee TV and 
radio programs, as well as hock¬ 
ey broadcasts, will be protected, 
CBC officials said We^esday. 

The changes followed the 
decision by ffie Conservatives 
to axe 10 per cent of the broad¬ 
caster’s budget as part of a 
government-wide cost-cutting 
effort. 

Government funding makes 
up about 64 per cent of CBC’s 


budget and the corporation re¬ 
ceives about $1.15 billion a year 
from taxpayers. 

While the Tories have had 
a bull’s-eye on the corporation 
for years, CBC president Hubert 
Lacroix wouldn’t say whether 
he viewed the cuts as political 
payback. 

The public broadcaster ex¬ 
pects to lay off more than 650 
people over the next three 
years, with the majority let go 
this year. 

Lacroix says the financial 
pressure doesn’t just come 
from the federal government 
cuts. In reality, the CBC faces a 
$200-million shortfall, as well 
as $25 million in severance 
costs for the layoffs. 

About $50 miUion will be 
made up in new revenue and 
the CBC has applied for permis¬ 
sion to run ads on CBC Radio 2 
and Espace musique. 

But to cut costs, the CBC is 
making major changes across 
the coimtry. 

They’ll seU buildings, close 


music libraries, move broad¬ 
casts of Radio Canada Inter¬ 
national entirely to the Internet 
and cut back on news, music 
and sports programming. 

The savings will be spread 
between both English and 
French services. 

CBC will also delay the 
launch of some regional in¬ 
itiatives and shut down ana¬ 
log broadcasting earlier than 
expected, cutting off some 
600,000 Canadians. 

The cuts will be difficult in 
the context of the success the 
broadcaster has had lately, said 
Kirstine Stewart, executive vice- 
president of English services. 

“I know that Canadians in 
large part have been asking for 
more and more of the content 
we’ve been providing them,” 
she said. 

“I think we can commiser¬ 
ate with them about the fact 
that we will not be able to de¬ 
liver as much as we have in 
the recent past.”

Carney dismisses 
bankers’ concern 


Fuel frustration. Gas prices 
spike across the country 


Mark Carney is firing 
back at Canadian bank¬ 
ers for requesting a 
pause on global financial 
reforms aimed at avert¬ 
ing a repeat of the 2008 
global crisis. 

The Bank of Canada 
governor said in an 
interview with The Can¬ 
adian Press that reforms 
should continue until 
the structural changes 
needed to eliminate ir¬ 
responsible risk-taking 
are completed. 

And he dismissed 
concerns voiced by 
Canadians Bankers 
Association head Terry 
Campbell who cited “un¬ 
intended consequences” 
Tuesday when he said no 
one knows what impact 
the comprehensive re¬ 
forms would have on the 
system. 

Carney, who has 
fought resistance to 
reforms from the U.S. 
banking community, 
appeared to have no 
patience with even mild 
concerns from Canada’s 
banking sector. 

“No one pressed 
pause in the middle of 
the financial crisis when 
$4 trillion was lost and 
28-million jobs were 
lost — 400,000 here in 
Canada,” he said.

Canadian firms need to 
be more proactive on 
dealing with an aging 
workforce, bank’s 
deputy governor says 


The economy is starting to pay 
a price as a result of the aging 
population, and the cost will 
grow unless Canadians adjust, 
says the Bank of Canada. 

In a speech to the Econom¬ 
ic Club in Toronto, deputy 
governor Jean Boiven said the 
aging workforce will reduce 
potential growth in Canada by 
about 0.2 percentage points 
by 2014, and the impact grows 
from there. 

“The aging of the popu¬ 
lation has begun and it will 
soon accelerate,” he said in 
notes of the speech released 
in Ottawa. 

“Ultimately, if we ignore 


the reality of aging and make 
no adjustments, the conse¬ 
quence will be a lower stan¬ 
dard of hving.” 

By 2031, one in four people 
will be over 65, he said. 

By the central bank’s calcu¬ 
lations, the average income of 
Canadians could be as much 
as 20 per cent lower in two 
decades than it otherwise 
would be due to the aging 
population. 

Boiven said the demo¬ 
graphic squeeze — caused by 
baby boomers, low birth rates 
and longer life expectancy — 
has major implications for 
both governments and busi¬ 
nesses. 

Aging will put pressure on 
the labour markets, he said, 
as well as individual savings 
rates, government finances 
and the redistribution of 
wealth across generations. 

“The pressure points show 
that change is upon us no 
matter what we do,” he said.

Cabin in the Woods. 

Director Drew Goddard 
talks of his love for the 
masterminds of fright 
— and things that go 
bump in the night

You think you know the story. 
As the tagline for the new 
thriller Cabin in the Woods, 
it’s a pretty accurate tease. It’s 
also about all that can be said 
without giving away the film’s 
bizarre plot. 

“Here’s the most insane 
version of a horror movie we 
could possibly come up with 
so that we could show every¬ 
one we love this genre,” said 
filmmaker Drew Goddard of 
the shocker that hits theatres 
April 13. 

“This is not one of those 
this-is-so-horrific-it’s-going-to- 
give-you-nightmares horror 
movies. This is the one where 
you laugh as much as you 
scream.” 

Set up as a t37pical genre 
yarn. Cabin casts a group of 
college kids on a weekend get¬ 
away to a creepy wilderness 
cottage. However, once they 
get there and the zombies rise 
... well, it grows even crazier. 
It’s a film that’s imbued with 
Sam Raimi and the spirit of 
Evil Dead — not shocking con¬ 
sidering Goddard’s idols. 

“Certainly the big bench¬ 
marks for me were Sam Raimi 
and John Carpenter as direc¬ 
tors — their films are very 
much in the DNA of Cabin 
in the Woods,” said Goddard, 
who insists the thriller pays 
homage to all scary movies. 

“I love the journey of the 
horror film. I love seeing 
where it’s been and I love 
thinking about where it’s go 


ing.” 

Goddard can thank the 
film’s co-writer and television 
guru Joss Whedon (Bufiy the 
Vampire Slayer, Angel) for 
his ^rectorial debut. One of 
Whedon’s former writers, 
Goddard credits the upcoming 
The Avengers filmmaker for a 
smooth transition to the big- 
screen. 

“In the TV world, you’re 
sort of in charge. You’re talk¬ 
ing to the actors, you’re over¬ 
seeing cuts, you’re sort of do¬ 
ing a lot of the things that in 
the feature world counts as 
directing,” said Goddard. “So I 
definitely felt I had good prac¬ 
tice.”

Does Gabin in the Woods 
have a deeper meaning? 
We asked Drew Goddard 
if there was more to it 
than just cheap thrills. 

“Gertainly the ques¬ 
tions at the core of Gabin 
are why do we need hor¬ 
ror movies,” he says. 

“Why do we need to 


see kids killed on screen 
that sort of fulfils this 
primal need in us as a 
people?” 

And Goddard says 
that in making Gabin, 
he was careful to not get 
too funny, but balance 
the scary moments with 
laughs. 

“It was very important 
that we didn’t get into 
spoof territory because we 
love the genre and we just 
wanted to celebrate it,” 
he says. 


There’s a time warp taking 
place at the multiplex, where 
past hits have been creeping 
back onto the big screen in 
an apparent bid to cash in on 
audience nostalgia and the 3D 
craze. 

James Gameron’s 3D re¬ 
working of Titanic is just the 
latest example, but Gameron’s 
hi-tech revisit comes on the 
heels of George Lucas’s 3D 
revamp of the Star Wars fran¬ 
chise, ahead of plans to put Ste¬ 
ven Spielberg’s Jurassic Park in 
eye-popping 3D. 

Of course, the look back 
is much more than just a trip 
down memory lane — by most 
accounts it’s all part of Holly¬ 
wood’s attempts to steer audi¬ 
ences towards the promise of 
3D, where a movie can be an 
“event” and ticket prices can 
command hefty markups, says 
Jesse Wente, programming 
chief at Toronto’s preeminent 
arthouse theatre, TIFF Bell 
Lightbox. “For movie market¬ 
ing people, the idea of selling 
something people are already 
famihar with is a pretty old 
axiom,” Wente says of the flood 
of classic releases. “It’s why 
trailers are the way trailers are 
and why people reference other 
movies when talking about a 
new movie.... That’s how you...

sell people on a new idea.” 

But purists maintain that 
only films shot with speciahzed 
3D camera rigs can produce the 
right optical efiects. Gommon 
complaints with subpar conver¬ 
sions include a dimmer resolu¬ 
tion as well as headaches and 
eye soreness for viewers. 

Ganadian director Brad 
Pe37ton, who helmed the Idd- 
ffiendly 3D spectacles Journey 
2: The Mysterious Island argues 
that shooting and editing in 3D 
helps a filinmaker make the 
best use of a scene’s foregroimd 
and backgroimd. “At its purest 
form you want the movie to be 
designed for 3D, you want it to 
be (3D) from the inception of 
the idea,” says Pe37ton.

The mystery 
of the giant 
hole

Here is a fundamental ques¬ 
tion that every vinyl lover 
has asked: why is the hole 
of a 7-inch single so big? 

For the first 50 years of 
the turntable’s existence, 
the spindle on which you 
placed the record, was a 
standard size: approximate¬ 
ly .283 inches. 

That was also the size 
of the hole drilled into all 
records. 

When Columbia Records 
introduced the 33 1/3 RPM 
long-pla 5 dng album in 1948, 
they kept the hole in the 
center the same size. 

However, Columbia’s 
archrival, RCA, was most 
annoyed at this new 
format. 

Rather than licence 
Columbia’s technology for 
their releases, RCA intro¬ 
duced their own new rec¬ 
ord, the 7-inch single that 
spun at 45 RPM and had a 
center hole that measured 
1.5-inches in diameter. 

Why would they do 
something like that? Two 
reasons. 

While the LP promised 
up to 22 minutes of un¬ 
interrupted music per side, 
RCA’s crowed that their 
45s could be stacked on 
the special tall, fat spindle 
— about six-inches high — 
that was exclusive to RCA- 
manufactured turntables. 

Once a side of a 45 fin¬ 
ished pla 3 dng after five or 
six minutes, the tone arm 
moved away long enough 


for the record to drop down 
onto the platter. 

The tone arm then 
swung back into place and 
the music would continue. 

With the ability to stack 
up to ten 45s on the RCA 
spindle, it was theoretic¬ 
ally possible for the music 
to continue for a full hour 
without human interven¬ 
tion. 

RCA wanted their new 
format to crush Columbia’s 
LPs, so they began selling 
turntables that could only 
play 45s. 

The thinking was that 
once someone bought 
one of these turntables 
with the fat spindles, they 
were theoretically locked 
into bu 5 dng music in that 
format from then on. It was 
just like the future VHS/ 
Beta and Blu-ray/HD-Video 
wars. But there was a more 
scientific reason for the 
larger hole. 

When a new 45 dropped 
from the spindle onto the 
turntable, it was required 
to spin up from a dead stop 
to 45 RPM very quickly. 

This torque tended to 
cause the small holes to go 
out-of-round very quickly, 
causing record to wobble as 
it spun. 

The larger hole allowed 
the sudden rotational force 
to be distributed over a 
longer path — pix 1.5 = 
about 4.712 inches — re¬ 
ducing wear and allowing 
the hole to stay round 
longer. 

And now you know.

You 
grow up listening to a lot of 
Icelandic fantasy stories,” 
says J)6rhallsson. “That plays 
a part in what we’re doing.”

You may know Rachel Dratch

For years, J.Crew was that 
American company that 
produced the chic clothes 
that you coveted but frustrat- 
ingly couldn’t buy Through 
Michelle Obama, the rest of 
the world was introduced to 
the brand’s colourful, up-beat 
cardigans and pencil skirts, 
clothes that sit just shghtly 
to the left of classic — mean¬ 
ing, trend-conscious enough 
without the risk of being out 
of style six months later. And 
then there’s Jerma Lyons, the 
president and executive cre¬ 
ative director of J.Crew, whose 
fashion celebrity seems to 
grow by the day Her off-beat 
personal style and knack for 
seamlessly mixing high and 
low has become inextricably 
linked with the brand, not to 
mention a full-blown fashion 
blogger obsession. 

We talk to Lyons about the 
company’s recent decision to 
go global (they now ship to 
107 countries) after only be¬ 
ing available in the U.S. for 
nearly 30 years. 

What makes now the right 
time to expand internation¬ 


ally? 

We were finding that a lot of 
customers were calhng our 
New York store and asking for 
things to be shipped overseas. 
But we had to get our ducks 
in a row first. We had the 
U.S. expansion that we were 
working on and we were in 
the process of launching a 
few really big projects that we 
needed to have all hands on 
deck for first. We wanted to 
do it right. 


How do you think J.Crew’s 
American sensibility will 
translate to a global audi¬ 
ence? 

Some brands have a very 
specific look. But we expect 
you to put your own quirk on 
it. We’re not trying to present 
it as only one way of dress¬ 
ing or looking. I love it when 
we shoot (for our catalogs) in 
other places. It’s great to see 
what our (staff) come back 


with. For example, someone 
will come back with this 
great Guatemalan piece 
worn with chinos and loaf¬ 
ers. And I can’t wait to see 
the same thing happen with 
our shoppers in Russia. Or to 
see what someone in China 
might do. 

The brand is much more 
popular with fashion insiders 
than it was years ago. For 
example, Manolo Blahnik 


collaborated with you on 
your a/w ‘12 show and you’re 
now selling Comme des 
Garmons Play. What led to the 
change? 

I think Mickey Drexler (chair¬ 
man and CEO) has allowed 
us to step out of the box of 
what we’ve done before. 

We’ve really tried to develop a 
clear visual over the last four 
or five years that’s a tad bit 
more fashion. Working with 
the CFDA has also been a big 
help, getting more intimately 
acquainted with the design¬ 
ers and people like Diane 
von Furstenberg and Anna 
Wintour. People began to have 
a different trust level with us. 
People (in the fashion indus¬ 
try) began to view us as being 
on the inside rather than the 
outside. 

How are you managing to 
please both your fans who 
love high fashion and the 
ones who love the affordable 
classics? 

It’s a challenge to mix aspira¬ 
tion with approachability. It’s 
about striking that balance be¬ 
tween high and low; it’s a part 
of our DNA. We don’t consider 
ourselves a luxury brand and 
we don’t consider ourselves a 
high-street brand. We have a 
wide range of customers. 

We’re not positioning 
ourselves as a luxury brand, 
we’re offering you a cohesive 
way to shop. We don’t want 
to be exclusive, we want 
people to feel like they can 
have a piece of the brand. We 
want to show that you can 
make an57thing cool.

Be consistent 

To make the overall space 
feel as large as possible, 
paint it one colour. 

That colour should be a 
good neutral that reflects 
your style in many rooms. 
Neutrals don’t have to be 
boring; khaki green, blue 
greys, camel tans and putty 
creams are all updated neu¬ 
trals that give personality 
to a space. 

If you really want more 
than one colour, choose 


similar tonal values in the 
different colours. This will 
create an even flow of tones 
throughout the space, mak¬ 
ing it feel bigger. 

Match your trims 

If your five-inch baseboards 
and four-inch crown mould¬ 
ings are painted the same 
colour as your walls, you 
will visually gain nine inch¬ 
es of height in the room. 

This little trick will make 
your space feel taller and 
loftier. 

Interior doors, radiators, 
mantels and stairs become 
less interruptive when 
painted the same colour as 


the rest of the space. 

Paint trims with a sheen- 
finished paint for durability 
and to allow them to stand 
out. 

Keep ceilings white 

I have always subscribed 
to the classic decorator 
rule that ceilings should be 
painted a dull white. 

Your ceiling is the lar¬ 
gest, uninterrupted surface 
in a room. Keeping it bright 
helps natural light bounce 
into the room and makes 
ceilings appear taller. 

A lot of new small places 
offer exceptionally high 
ceilings, which often gives 


the too-tall “cracker-jack 
box” effect to the room. 

In that case paint the ceil¬ 
ings the same as the walls 
to help bring them down, 
which inevitably helps vis¬ 
ually widen the room. 

Paint a punch 

In order to add jazz to a

I 
remember growing up we had 
a cleaning lady that would 
come over once a month, and 
my mom made us clean our 
rooms before. It used to drive 
me nuts, but I get it now. 

When you’re doing the

Strategize 

Go worst room to best, ad¬ 
vises Brown. “My kitchen is 
the hardest. So I start there

Spread the love 
“Don’t try and do it all in one 
day,” stresses Brown. “Give 
yourself an hour after work 
each day.

Flynn 
is a fan of “open solutions, 
whether with hooks, shadow- 
boxes or shelves.” 

• Schuneman agrees: 
“Hooks are essential. No 
one wants to hang up 
their coats, but hooks on 
the wall are an easy way 
to throw your uniforms, 
hoodies and track jackets 
up. Give everyone their 
own hook with their initial 
on them to make the 
process go smoothly." 

• Lock it up. All three 
designers suggest seek¬ 
ing out vintage school 
lockers or gym lockers, 
which can be found online 
at eBay and elsewhere. 
Real lockers bring "a

Breeding little athletes? 

Celebrate the fact your 
children are active by 
giving them a place to 
store all their gear.

One option is revamping 
part of your garage, Burn¬ 
ham says. Rather than using 
plastic storage bins and old 
boxes, outfit this space with 
vintage metal containers re¬ 


items. But Flynn suggests 
thinking more broadly. His 
favourite creative solution, 
he says, “always solicits 
an ‘Are you kidding?’ re¬ 
sponse.” 

“I usually pick up pre-fab 
kitchen cabinets from big 
box retailers, then install 


basket¬ 
balls or 
soccer balls, 
and many in 
excellent heights, 
tall enough for 
baseball bats or hockey 
sticks.” 

“My favourite is Ikea’s 
Abstrakt in high-gloss red. 
I usually adorn the cabinet 
door fronts with large tow¬ 
el rings instead of drawer 
pulls. This way they add that 
playful, unexpected, kid’s 
room touch, and kids can ac¬ 
tually lay their soccer socks 
out on them, or their freshly 


washed hand towels,” Flynn 
says. 

“For a six-year-old boy 
in Los Angeles, I installed 
three of them side-by-side 
on a wall below a window, 
instantly adding concealed 
storage for his sports gear. 
Plus, it doubles as a home¬ 
work area, since I added a 
countertop to it.” 

Combine seating 
with storage 

All three designers sug¬ 
gest investing in seating 
with built-in storage, like 
1 bench with cubbies 
underneath. “In a bed¬ 
room redesign I did for 
two young sisters in At¬ 
lanta, I had a window 
seat outfitted with deep 
drawers, which can hold 
everything the girls 
need,” Flynn says, in¬ 
cluding tennis gear. 

Schuneman hunts for 
vintage trunks to use this 
way. “A trunk in a mud- 
room or entr3m^ay can 
double as a chic bench to 
be able to take on and off 
those cleats,” he says. 

“If you have multiple 
items or sports, and want 
them separate, try getting 
smaller square trunks in 
varying shades and place 
them next to each other. It’s 
a great way to have an easy 
colour-coded system, with¬ 
out it feeling like a kids’ 
playroom.”

you can certainly start setting 
your containers out. 

“I would really encourage 
people to get ahead of things 
and get the containers, get the 
supports, get the soil and if it’s 
a perennial style of vine like a 
clematis or climbing rose, that 
you can start doing about mid- 
April.” 

“If we’re talking annual 
vines like sweet peas and 
bougainvillea, jasmine, those 
t 5 q)es of things; that’s more 
toward the mid to the end of 
May depending on where you 
live and depending how shel¬ 
tered your balcony is.” 

We asked Elaine Martin 
just what is vertical garden¬ 
ing? 

“Any plants that grow tall, 
maybe up a trellis, or up an 
obehsk or a standard. Any¬ 
thing that gives you height 
or a visual perspective that’s 
going in a vertical direction, 
is called vertical gardening,” 
explains Martin who is the 
proprietor of three From the 
Potting Shed gardening stores 
across Ontario. 

Most importantly, says 
Martin, “You need to think 
about what direction you face, 
because you’re going to have 
to put different plants. North, 
you’re going to do shade gar¬ 
dening and east, you have the 
morning light. South and west 
are a real issue because it’s full 
of blaring sun all day and you 
don’t have any dappled light 


Martin's spring gardening tips 


• Location. Against the 
balcony rail is better for 
plants than against the 
building wall, for the 
wind, for dryness and for 
the sun. 


• Play it safe. Use your 
head when attaching 
things to your balcony. 
And keep stuff tied 
down from the wind. 
Also, check with your 
condo bylaws first, 
because not all buildings 
will let you do the same 
thing with hanging 
plants. 


• Bigger is better. The 
smaller the pot, the 
more it's going to dry 
out because of the sun 
and the wind. Bigger 
pots equal better suc¬ 
cess, and if you put a 
spring plant in a bigger 
pot, it's more likely to 
survive the cold.

During Passover, much of the 
culinary focus is on the Seder, 
the celebratory meal that com¬ 
memorates the Jewish libera¬ 
tion and exodus from Egypt. 

But the special dietary re¬ 
strictions that go with the hoh- 
day last at least a week, which 
can challenge even the most 
creative of cooks to come up 
with interesting meals. 

During the week of Passover, 
Jews are supposed to adhere to 
dietary restrictions intended to 
remind them that their ances¬ 
tors were in such a hurry to get 
out of Egypt that they didn’t 
even wait for their bread to rise, 
instead taking matzos, the un¬ 
leavened flatbreads that are still 
eaten today. 

This is why many Jews avoid 
foods made with wheat, barley, 
rye, spelt or oats that have been 
mixed with water and allowed 


Ingredients 


• 625 g (1 1/4 lb) lean ground 
beef 

• 5 ml (1 tsp) onion powder 

• 175 ml (3/4 cup) matzo meal 

• 5 ml (1 tsp) kosher salt

The Edmonton Oilers owe 
Magnus Paajarvi a bunch of 
money. OK, that’s always the 
case, but when the Swedish 
sophomore was denied his 
spot on the team thanks to a 
snafu on the organization’s 
part, it brought on a differ¬ 
ent kind of situation. 

As many fans know, Ed¬ 
monton had already ex¬ 
hausted its post-trade dead¬ 
line call-ups when Paajarvi 
was summoned from Okla¬ 
homa City as a reward for 
good play. Not only does 
an NHL job bring with it 
the satisfaction of play¬ 
ing in the best league in 
the world, but there’s also 
the substantial pay bump 
from the American Hockey 
League salary. Toronto did 
something similar last week 
when goaltender Ben Scriv- 
ens was called up for prac¬ 
tice, simply to cash in on 
an NHL day’s pay for being 
a loyal soldier and key con¬ 
tributor down on the farm. 

But the Oilers exhausted 
their four call-ups already 
and therefore, Paajarvi’s 
move north was blocked by 
the NHL. It’s fair to say the 
Oilers have egg on their face 
here, but in the interest of 
fairness, these things hap¬ 
pen to good teams, too. 

Dale Tallon basically 


lost his job in Chicago after 
blanking on a league fax 
deadline for restricted free 
agent offers in 2009, leading 
to more expensive contracts 
for players such as Kris Ver- 
steeg, who was eventually 
traded to Toronto due to the 
Blackhawks’ post-Stanley 
Cup salary cap crush. 

Similarly, the Philadel¬ 
phia Flyers had some ex¬ 
plaining to do last summer 
when junior winger Tomas 
Hyka burst onto the scene 
at training camp, ending 
up on a line with Claude 
Giroux and Scott Hartnell. 
But when the Flyers tried 
to sign him, they were in¬ 
formed that European play¬ 
ers could not be inked until 
their draft eligibility was 
up. That meant Hyka (now 
with the Gatineau Olym- 
piques of the GHL) would 
head back to the draft pool. 
Apparently, the Flyers knew 
of the Gzech wunderkind 
at the time, but selected 
Peterborough Petes enfor¬ 
cer Derek Mathers in the 
seventh round instead. 
Mathers, ironically, could 
have been signed as a free 
agent, since he’s Ganadian. 

So it happens to the best 
of the lot. I didn’t like that 
Edmonton allowed assistant 
GM Rick Olczyk to take the 
blame on this one — leader¬ 
ship should protect its own 
when possible — but it’s a 
minor offence in a season 
where the stakes could not 
have been lower. 


Mdlray shfnivs no lead fe safe at Masteis 


The seven shots Rory Mcllroy 
took on the 10th hole last year 
at the Masters remain a blur. 

So was the rest of his final 
round at Augusta National, 
where the 22-year-old from 
Northern Ireland made the 
wrong kind of history. He 
started with a four-shot lead. 
He finished 10 shots behind 
after an 80, the highest clos¬ 
ing round by a 54-hole leader 
in 56 years. 

If nothing else, it was a re¬ 
minder how tenuous a lead 
can be in the final round. 

Especially at the Masters. 

“It’s a course that makes 
you really nervous,” Austral¬ 


ian golfer Geoff Ogilvy said. 

There is an art to pla 3 dng 
Augusta. For those seeking 
their first green jacket, let 
alone their first major, finish¬ 
ing it off can be a challenge. 

Greg Norman lost a record 
six-shot lead in 1996. Ed Sneed 
had a five-shot lead in 1979, 
and was still three shots clear 
with three holes remaining 
when he made three straight 
bogeys and lost in a playoff. 
Ken Venturi was on the verge 
of becoming the only amateur 
to win the Masters in 1956 
when he blew a four-shot lead. 
Like Mcllroy, he shot an 80. 

Mcllroy’s blown lead is 


enough of a memory going 
into the Masters. Adding to 
the emphasis is a bad habit of 
54-hole leaders faihng to win 
this year on the PGA Tour. 

In 14 stroke-play events on 
the PGA Tour, only five play¬ 
ers have gone on to win with 
at least a share of the third- 
round lead. With that kind 
of history, protecting a lead is 
not easy. 

“Not even close to easy, as 
we’ve seen,” Nick Faldo said. 

He should know. Faldo is 
the only player with multiple 
Masters wins who has never 
had the lead going into the 
last day. the associated press
